Please replace the paragraph at page 40, lines 4 through 12, with the following paragraph: 



In one aspect, a frozen microarray is contacted with a molecular probe (e.g., an 
antibody, nucleic acid, and/or aptamer probe) reactive with a biomolecule and the 
reactivity of the molecular probe is measured to provide an indication of the presence, 
absence, or form of the biomolecule. Reactivity can be any of: binding, cleavage, 
processing, and/or labeling, and the like. Preferably, reactivity of the molecular probe 
with test samples in the microarray is compared with reactivity of the molecular probe 
with one or more control samples on the same or a different microarray comprising a 
known amount and/or form of the biomolecule. Molecular profiling can be performed
